Miss Hawkins, who taught the Cram school for the spring 
term, was placed in this school for the remainder of the year. 
Under her able, cheerful and patient management the school 
was brought forward to a good standing among our schools. 


On the roll of honor 
were Nelson Hawkins, Reginald Hawkins, Blanche Hawkins, 
Roscoe Hawkins, Earie Smith and Benjamin Townsend. 

In submitting our report for the year we are glad that we 
can speak so well of the teachers, who have been so faithtiul in 
the discharge of their duties. We have had no occasion to find 
fault with them, but ou the contrary we have, whenever visit- 
ing the schools, come away with the feeling that our teachers 
were doing all that could be done tor our children. By drop 
ping the Neck school and uniting with the village school, made 
a full school there, and with as many classes as it was neces- 
sary to have, made it hard for the teacher, yet good order was 
maintained, good progress made and a successful school year 
ended. We wouldspeak inthe highest prise of all our teachers. 
Our town is small, our schools are small and few in number. 
Our teachers have done their part and the -yuestion falls back 
tous, have we dove Our part? Have we as citizens and par- 
ents encouraged both teacher and scholar by visiting the 
schovis? We were, when visiting the schools, made welcome 
by both teachers and scholars. Would it not beso with all 
parents and citizens if you would interest yourselves more in 
the educational part of your children’s training? 

We want that from our town shall go out- young men 
and women well educated for the higher walks in life. 


The Board have thought best and therefore have intro- 
duced into our schools new readers, geographies, spelling and

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writing books, and would recommend a further advancement 
by introducing new histories and perhaps urithmetics the cum- 
ing year. In closing we would again ask the parents to take 
deeper interest in our schools. The Board wants your advice 
and counsel. The teachers need your encouragement. Your
